fund plans 


for schools 


• WASHINGTON (UPD -P residen t Nix­ 
on orooosed today allocating $1.5 billion 
in federal funds over the next two years to 
ease problems of desegregating schools 
in every sector of the country. 
In a comprehensive 10,000 -word state­ 
ment on the school racial issue, Nixon 
reasserted his opposition to forced bus­ 
ing of school children to achieve racial 
balance. 
He urged an end to segregated teach­ 
ing staffs and said “ federal officials 
should not go beyond the requirements of 
law 
in attempting to impose their own 
judgment on the local school district." 
Nixon took issue with Democratic cri­ 
tics and others who he said have ac­ 
cused the administration as “backing 
away" 
from the Supreme Court’s 1954 
school decision and have * ‘therefore fear­ 
ed that the painstaking work of a dec­ 
ade and a half might be undermined." 
“We are not backing away," Nixon as­ 
serted. "The constitutional mandate will 
be enforced." 


“On the other hand," he added, “Sev­ 
eral recent decisions by lower courts 
have raised widespread fears that the 
nation might face a massive disrupt ion of 
public pulsory busing may be ordered 
and the neighborhood school virtually 
doomed. 


“A comprehensive review of school 
desegregation cases indicates that these 
latter are untypical decisions, and that 
the prevailing trend of judicial opinion 
is by no means so extreme." 


Local letter carriers 
back to work today 


Lompoc letter carriers are back on 
the job today after only one day of 
actually not delivering mail in Lompoc. 
Robert Zeren, president of Branch 
3239 of the National Association of 
Letter Carriers, said this morning that 
members held a special meeting last 
night and voted 23-8 to return to work 
this morning. 
The carriers had gone on strike at 
12:01 Sunday morning and had main­ 
tained a picket line at the Post Office 
on 801 W. Ocean Avenue continually 
from Sunday morning to last night. 
There was no mail delivered in Lom­ 
poc Monday. 
Zeren indicated the members of the 
local branch of the union went on the 
short strike only to show sympathy 


for striking letter carriers in New 
York City. 
“ I feel it was nothing more than 
a sympathy vote for the people who 
originated the strike,” 
Zeren said, 
“ and to make a public show of their 
own feelings in the matter.” 
Zeren said he expected all members 
to return to work today, including the 
eight who voted to continue to strike. 


The post office reported this morn­ 
ing that all those letter carriers exp 
pected to be on the job were at work. 
The only mail delivered out of Lom­ 
poc Post Office yesterday was to rural 
route and star route addresses. Those 
two routes are not affiliated with the 
National Association of Letter Carriers. 


U. S. air attache kidnapped 


SANTO DOMINGO, D.R. 
(UPI) - 
Five Communist terrorists in army 
uniforms kidnaped Lt. Col. Donald J. 
Crowley, the U.S. air attache in Santo 
Domingo today and said they would 
hold him until the Dominican Republic 
releases 20 political prisoners. 


Embassy information officer Jules 
Grad said Crowley was put into a car 
by the terrorists as he arrived at the 
Polo Grounds outside the Hotel Emba. 
jador for morning practice. They were 
armed with machineguns and carbines 
and wore army uniforms. 
The 
Embajador, 
Santo Domingo’s 
largest hotel, is on the northern out­ 


skirts of the city and was the scene 
of heavy fighting during the 1965 revo­ 
lution. 
A number of terrorist out­ 
breaks have been reported in the area 
since then. 
Today’s was the third kidnapping of 
a foreign diplomat in South America 
this month and the fifth such abduction 
since last year. 
Victims have includ­ 
ed two U.S. diplomats and the foreign 
minister of Guatemala. 
Another U.S. 
diplomat was slain in Guatemala. 
The latest kidnaping came in Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, on March 11, when a 
left - wing terrorist organization kid­ 
naped Japanese consul General Nobuo

Planners grant postponement 


Members of Lompoc Mental Health 
Association, last night, asked for and 
were granted a three-week postpone­ 
ment on their request for planning com­ 
mission approval of a West Cypress 
home for a mental health day center. 
The request for the postponement 
came at the outset of a public hearing 
before the commission on a request 
for a conditional use permit. The Rev. 
Richard Harris of the association told 
the commission the county needed more 
time to process details of the county 
mental health facility and to look at 
other sites. 
He was joined in the 
appeal by Mrs, Florence Robinett, chair­ 
man of Lompoc Valley Mental Health 
Association housing committee. 


The association had sought permission 
to use the Edward Negus property at 
619 W. Cypress Ave., for a mental 
health day center to treat an estimated 
15 patients. Operating funds, amounting 
to $100,000 are already in hand for 
the first year. 
Mental health officials 
had orginally hoped for an April 1 
opening in Lompoc, but now will shoot 
for a May 1 date. 
Some discussion developed over the 
question of procedures. 
William Fick, 
commission chairman finally ruled that 
testimony should be taken and then 
if warranted carried over to another 
meeting. 


Petitions bearing the signatures of 
66 residents opposed the granting of a 
conditional use permit. 
Letters of 
opposition were also received from Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Sweet, 121 S. N St.; 
Maurice Barnes, 130 S. N St., Donald 
and Rosetta Johnson, 
126 S. M St. 
Virgil Phelps, 707 W. Cypress Ave., 
Mrs. Nick Borgia, 116 S. M St., Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Wilson, among others. 
The commission finally voted to post­ 
pone the final decision until the next 
regular meeting, some three weeks from 
now, despite an appeal by Mrs, Sweet 
to reach a decision immediately. 


Clinton Sherrod, city planning director 
noted “ It is fairly obvious that this 
is a residential area.” 
Harley Craig, 
local realty figure, 
challenged the mechanics of postpone­ 
ment.

- Sen. Gale 
McGee, chairman of the Senate Post Of­ 
fice Committee, reversed his position 
today and agreed to meet with negotia­ 
tors from the House on a postal pay raise. 
His decision spurred chances that 
Congress might quickly clear a pay boost 
for mail workers — an issue which pro­ 
voked the series of nation - wide wildcat 
postal strikes. 
Initially. 
McGee had demanded Pres­ 
ident Nixon give a promise not to veto 
a compromise pay bill. McGee also ob­ 
jected to tying postal reform to pay leg­ 
islation. 
But Rep. Thaddeus J. Dulski, D-N.Y., 
who heads the House Post Office Com­ 
mittee, said Congress should approve a 
pay raise and then tell the President: 
“ It’s your baby." 
Dulski predicted that when the House 
and Senate conferees met they 
could 
reach agreement on a pay boost of 
about 11.1 
per cent. McGee did not in­ 
dicate immediately whether he had re­ 
ceived any Nixon assurances on his ob­ 
jections. 
Dulski said, “ let’s get 
something 
to the President no matter what we think 
he will do with it. Then it’s his baby." 
Postmaster 
General 
Winton M. 
Blount said he was “ very pleased” with 
.the return - to - work movement in some 
areas but that the administration “will 
not negotiate” on grievances with pos­ 
tal unions until the wildcat strike end­ 
ed. 
James H. 
Rademacher, 
president 
of the letter 
carriers union, took the 
position that the unions and the strikers 
had showed good faith in responding to 
the administrations appeals. He said if 
negotiations do not start today, “ I can­ 
not expect any other employes to return 
to work and if that’s what's going to hap­ 
pen. I’m 
afraid the rest are going to 
walk out.” 
Rademacher and Blount were inter­ 
viewed by CBS News. 
Rademacher also said when negotia­ 
tions are held, that the issue be limited 
to pay raises, without postal reform in­ 
volved. 
There was some speculation that the

prepared, 
though reluctantly, to yield on the ques­ 
tion of pay - and - reform if a satis­ 
factory 
pay bill alone could be sped 
through 
Congress. But the Post Office 
Department said today this was not 
true. 
A high official 
close to Blount said, 
“ The administration

is to 
stand 
firm on a pay increase coupled 
with reform." 
The President wants to reorganize 
the postal system, 
turning its opera­ 
tion over to a quasi-government cor­ 
poration. 
The House bill would give postal work­ 
ers a 
5.4 per cent boost retroactive 
to Oct. 1, 1969, 
and set up machinery 
for another 5.7 per cent raise for postal 
and all other federal workers next July 
1. 
The Senate bill would provide a 5.4 
per cent raise for all federal workers 
retroactive to Jan. 1, 1970, and anoth­ 
er 5.7 per cent for all workers on July 
1. 
Dulski was interviewed onNBC-TV's 
Today Show. 
Dulski said Congress could get a bill 
to the White House in a matter of hours 
if the Senate would agree to negotiate 
on a compromise measure. 
House leaders have offered to forego

recess, scheduled to start Thursday, to 
expedite postal legislation. Senate lead­ 
ers said they too, were willing to scrub 
the vacation.

administration of failing to push for

Postal strike eases 
as carriers return

The wildcat strike of postal workers 
that wreaked havoc with mail deliveries 
from coast to coast eased today when 
thousands of letter carriers return* 1 to 
their jobs. 
The key to a complete end to the first 
postal strike in the nation’s history was 
New York City where federal troops, act­ 
ing under President Nixon’s orders, were 
manning key post 
offices and sortiiu 
mail. 
Some 
business 
firms in New York 
which sent their own representatives to 
the main post offices were able to pick 
up sacks of mail apparently.sorted by the 
military substitutes. 
The situation was eased further shot t- 
ly afternoon when the Post Office an­ 
nounced a partial lifting of the mail em­ 
bargo on New York City. The depart­ 
ment said first class and air mail i**t- 
ters now will be accepted at post offices, 
branches and stations providing they have 
been properly zip coded. 
The wildcat strike was triggered in 
New York on Mai h 18 and quickly 
spread to neighboring states. At the peak 
of the walkout, jiostal work* rs were on 
strike in 13 states from coast to coast. 
Following reports oi the ba«k-to-work 
movement by the letter carriers was an 
announcement by the Post Office Depart­ 
ment in Washington that the embargo 
on deliveries in the Chicago area has 
been lifted. 
In New York City, military personnel 
resumed their attu* k on th** mountain ol 
mail piled up at post offices. 1 he troops 
first were used to sort mail Tuesday 
night just hours after President Nixon 
declared national emergency and issu *d 
an executive order ordering fed* ral 
troops to New York City to get the 
mail moving. 
The government hoped the-action would 
presage an end of the week-old strike 
that had spread across the nation. 
Nine hundred troops arrived in three 


New York post offices late Monday night 
and worked for three hours at mail sort­ 
ing and orientation. The 17,000 reserv­ 
ists and National Guardsmen ordered 
out by 
the President were to report 
to jiost offices at I p.m. ESI. Origin­ 
ally, they had been scheduled to report 
at 10 a.m. 
In Chicago, Henry S. Zydi, president 
of the letters Carriers Union branch, 
donned his uniform and an ompanied a 
roup of his 6,200 members to th** Mor- 
gan Park Station at 5 a.m. other work­ 
ers were reporting throughout the* tty, 
“ I think things hav** been moving in 
th«* rit lit direction,” Shultz said, since 
Nixon's decision to use troops to sort 
mail in N* w Vork. 
Shultz was interviewed on NBC-TV's 
'1 oday Show. 
Shutlz said th«* governm**nt could not 
allow itself to “b«* in a t>osition of say­

fired the first shot point-blank 
into

forehead 
of 
the 
prisoner, who had been tied to 
a stake all night. 
Walstad said Duffy ordered 
Lanasa to execute the prisoner 
Walstad said he him self fired 12 
to 14 rounds from his M16 rifle

Wilson 
said he fired 
three shots at the prisoner.

The county auditor’s office is 
holding a growing pile of county 
w elfare 
and other 
w arrants 
rather than entrust them to the 
uncertainties of postal service 
at this tim e. 


County Auditor A. T. Eaves 
J r . revealed that the list in­ 
cludes not only checks for wel­ 
fare clients, but also payments 
for jury service and some sal­ 
ary and other w arrants. 


“ If we m ailed these out now, 
they could sit in the post of­ 
fice for a lengthy period,” said 
Eaves. “ They then would stand 
a chance of being lost or sent 
to a dead letter office after a 
period.”

them 
up at 
Eaves’ office in 
the

Building in Santa B arbara. 


Otherwise, they can wait un­ 
til the mail situation becom es 
norm al enough for Eaves’ staff 
to place them in the m ail. 


The Board of Supervisors was 
given warning Monday by Ad­ 
m inistrative 
Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson that danger signals 
are flying so far as the out­ 
look is concerned for the re ­ 
m ainder of this fiscal year and 
the 1970 - 71 fiscal year be­ 
ginning July 1. 


In a m id-year budget report, 
Johnson pointed out that unless 
there is to be som e type of 
drastic property tax reform , 
the county stands in a good po­ 
sition to be overrun with m a­ 
jor financial problem s. 


He 
stressed 
the following 
problem s as looming imminent­ 
ly ahead: 


—O vertim e claim s and other 
riot-connected expenses occur­ 
ring on or near the UC Santa 
B arbara 
campus are placing 
“ unusual dem ands” on the coun­ 
ty’s 
contingency funds. This 
expense is estim ated at more 
than $100,000 for the sheriff’s 
department only, and doesn’t in­ 
clude other areas of law en­ 
forcement which are affected. 


—Addition of 10 sheriff depu­ 
ty positions as outcome of the 
disturbances quelled by county 
and outsid*' agencies will put a 
drain on the general fund next 
fiscal year of $110,000 in addi­ 
tion to $18,420 extra for the 
balance of this fiscal year. 
-Addition of a seventh Sup­ 
erio r 
Courtroom 
with court 
staff and equipment will be an­ 


other general fund burden. Ex­ 
penditures by the extra court 
“ will be substantial.” 
—It will cost more than $300,- 
000 additional for the 1970-71 
fiscal year to operate new jail 
facilities including the m ulti­ 
million dollar new facility in 
Goleta Valley. The new jail is 
slated to open about July 1. 
with the present Courthouse jail 
to be closed down. 
—W elfare costs are spiraling 
and will continue to do so, due 
chiefly to high court derisions 
and state and federal mandates. 
—Wages and prices will < on- 
tinue upward, thus affecting il.e 
county budget. 
Of the total $59-4-million tax 
levy for 1979-70, the county col­ 
lected $32.3 million as of Dec. 
31, representing a marked slow ­ 


down of first half payments. Al­ 
most $37 million was collected 
the prior year in the sam e 
tim e from a $58 - million levy. 
Johnson reported that tax pay­ 
ments by property owners were 
substantially down in payment of 
the $14.7 million tax charge for 
county government, ap art of the 
overall $58-million levy, by the 
equivalent of a million dollars. 
He said receipts have been re ­ 
duced this year partly by shift­ 
ing of normal property tax obli­ 
gation from the local level to the 
state level, through media of 
Homeowner and Business Inven­ 
tory Exemptions, 
enacted by 
State Legislature, and due to 
economic slowdown whore tax­ 
payers and institutions not so 
willing now to pay both install­ 
ments until due.

payers in the O rcutt area, effec­ 
tive July 1, to finance a capi­ 
tal improvement program of the 
d istrict. 
D istrict m anager Clark Wells 
said 
about $35,000 to $40,000 
will be needed to carry nut a 
project which will take district 
effluent 
via 
a lift pump away 
from Green Canyon area and 
spray it over pastureland in the 
area instead. 


The district felt this was in 
keeping with a State Water 1 di­ 
lution Control order and also

He decides to postpone the 
easy club and diamond plays 
and promptly leads a third 
round of hearts. East has to 
discard and a careless East 
might chuck a spade but this 
East is too sm art for that 
and lets the three of dia­ 
monds go. 
It r e a l l y doesn’t make 
much d i f f e r e n c e how the 
play develops but South will 
lead a spade toward dummy 
at some stage or other and, 
at this point, it is up to West 
to make what we call an au­ 
tomatic false-card. S o u t h 
knows about the queen but 
he doesn’t know about the 10. 
South will probably make 
the slam in spite of the 
false-card. He will cash all 
the diamonds and clubs and 
get no information except 
that East started with four 
diamonds to West’s three. 
Then, when he finally leads 
the third spade from dum­ 
my, he will know that one of 
West’s cards is a heart. The 
other will be either the 10 of 
spades or whatever club is 
missing. If he plays East 
for the 10 and is wrong, he 
will be down two tricks, so 
he rises with the king and is 
home.

tool for hippie 


conversion 


SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(UPI)-A 
Canadian 
psychiatrist 
today 
denounced 
marijuana as 
an 
instrument for the chemical 
conversion of the young to the 
hippie-yippie way of life. 
Marijuana and other psy­ 
choactive 
drugs, 
said 
Dr. 
Andrew I. Malcolm of Toronto, 
are a swift, efficient version of 
techniques used "by princes 
and priests” for centuries to 
win human minds and souls. 
He said the chemical tech­ 
nique 
produced 
the 
same 
altered state of consciousness 
caused 
by 
brain 
washing, 
evangelism, 
primitive dance 
trances and fasting. 
Malcolm’s 
judgment 
con­ 
trasted 
sharply 
with other 
specialists attending the 47th 
meeting 
of 
the 
American 
Orthopsychiatric Association. 
Paul 
Lowinger, 
a Wayne 
State University psychiatrist, 
said various polls indicate at 
least 
70 
per cent 
of his 
profession believe marijuana 
penalties should be reduced or 
abolished. 
With legalization, he said, 
criminal and social problems 
would largely disappear, mak­ 
ing it 
easier to treat the 
remaining medical problems. 
Lowinger predicted marijua­ 
na use then would increase in 
the short run but soon shrink to 
present or lower levels. 
Malcolm said the growing 
youth 
sub-culture, 
alienated 
from 
institutions 
of social 
control, is especially attractive 
to 
the 
immature, 
mentally 
disturbed, socially 
disadvan­ 
taged and the true hippies, "the 
philosophically alienated.” 
Just as in religious conver­ 
sions, Malcolm said, the initiate 
is told he is a sinner, that he 
must confess (his squareness) 
and he must prove himself with 
the sacrament, marijuana. 
He said the process produced 
an altered state of conscious­ 
ness in which youth, hyper- 
suggestable, subscribes to the 
psychedelic creed. 
Because this altered state 
was said to seduce the youth 
into the subculture, Malcolm 
said, its significance has been 
underestimated by experts. 
Malcolm blamed drugs for 
the sub-culture’s fervency of 
belief, certainty of its right­ 
eousness and desire to win new 
followers to the "new religion.” 
Use of psychoactive drugs for 
conversion, "has now become 
the crucial elements in the 
creation, diffusion and persis­ 
tence of the 
alienated 
life 
style,” he said. 


Suit against 


10 counties 


dropped 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
suit demanding that 10 Califor­ 
nia 
counties 
give 
federal 
surplus 
food to all welfare 
recipients who ask for it has 
been dropped after 
it 
was 
learned the counties are com­ 
plying. 
The action could result in 
200,000 persons being supplied 
with $28 million in food a year, 
said attorney Ralph Abas< al of 
the 
California 
Rural 
Legal 
Assistance (CRLA> of Marsy- 
ville, 
who filed t h e action. 
With the cases against 10 
counties settled, U.S. District 
Judge Philip Wilkins Monday 
ordered the 
remaining suit 
against two other counties, San 
Bernardino and Santa Barbara, 
to be moved to I os Angeles. 
Abascal said the 10counties— 
Sutter, 
Kings, 
Butte, 
Kern, 
Mendocino, Merced, Plumas, 
Tehama, Tulare and Ventura- 
had already complied or were 
taking steps to comply. 
San Bernardino County may 
switch 
to the 
Food Stamp 
program, and Santa Barbara 
county is willing to comply but 
faces procedural problems, he 
said. 
The suit charges the counties 
set 
up 
illegally 
restrictive 
eligibility standards which pre­ 
vented welfare recipients from 
receiving food to which they 
were entitled. It claims federal 
law requires uniform adminis­ 
tration of the U.S. Surplus 
Commoditii s program but that 
the law has not been enforced. 
Also named as defendants 
were the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture 
and 
the 
State 
Department of Education which 
administer the program.

Judicial council 


recommends 


public defender 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI)-The 
Judicial Council of California 
has 
recommended 
a 
State 
Office of Public Defender be 
established to represent penny- 
less persons appealing superior 
court criminal convictions. 
In its annual report to Gov. 
Ronald Reagan and the legisla­ 
ture, the council Monday said 
the present system of court- 
appointed attorneys for appeal 
cases 
was "no longer ade­ 
quate” and "undesirable.” 


It said recruitment of law­ 
yers to represent the increasing 
number of indigent appellants 
is a “ persistent and growing 
problem of the courts” and 
most attorneys who volunteer 
have "little or no experience in 
the field of criminal law.” 


The council, 
a 
group of 
judges, attorneys and legisla­ 
tors which makes recommenda­ 
tions on improving the adminis­ 
tration of the courts, said 
creation of a deiender’s office 
would permit coordination of 
appeals and build a corps of 
attorneys experienced in cri­ 
minal appellate practice. 


The council proposed that it 
be authorized to 
appoint the 
state 
public 
defender, 
who 
would meet the same qualifica­ 
tions 
as 
those 
named 
as 
justices of the state appellate 
courts. It also recommended 
the defender’s office have 28 
staff attorneys and a $1 million 
annual budget.

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Great decisions of 1970; After 25 years is 
United Nations still man's last, best hope? 


Editor’s Note: This'is the last 
of eight weekly dispatches by 
United Press International re­ 
porters dealing with “ Great 
Decisions Of 1970“ .

UNITED 
NATIONS (UPD- 
Arsene Assouan Usher, now 
foreign minister of the Ivory 
Coast, was in the first rank of 
Black African sages at the 
United Nations. After serving 
as President of the Security 
Council, he observed: 
“ Given a dispute between two 
small 
powers, 
the 
dispute 
disappears. 
“ Given a dispute between a 
small 
power and a major 
power, the small power disap­ 
pears. 
“ Given a dispute between two 
major 
powers, 
the 
United 
Nations disappears.” 
Less captious was President 
Nixon’s 
observation 
in his 
“ State of the World” message 
to Congress on Feb. 18: 
“ The United Nations provides 
a forum for crisis diplomacy 
and a means for multilateral 
a.ssistance... the United Nations 
cannot 
by itself solve fun­ 
damental 
international 
dis­ 
putes, especially among the sup­ 
erpowers. Thus we can as easily 
undermine the United Nations 
by asking too much of it as too 
little.” 
Basically, this is what has 
been learned about the world 
organization in its first quarter 
century. It was born out of 
World War II into a civilization 
in flux that knew nothing of the 
atom bomb and nuclear energy, 
had not heard of the Cold War 
and believed that the five great 
powers-one 
of 
which 
was 
accepted as Nationalist China— 
could 
forever 
keep 
global 
peace. 
The fundamental lesson in the 
eyes of many experts is that 
the United Nations has demon­ 
strated it 
can 
end 
wars— 
as long as the superpowers 
agree 
the 
wars should be 
ended. But it cannot draw the 
map of peace unless, again, the 
superpowers are in agreement. 
It 
can be, 
as Secretary 
General 
Thant 
often 
has 
pointed 
out, 
only what 
its 
members want it to be. Many 
critics have argued that the 
members 
do 
not take the 
organization seriously enough, 
or 
use 
it 
as the world’s 
guarantor of peace. 
“ Our weakness seems to lie 
in the fact that we all too often 
view world affairs somewhat 
parochially, as if they were 
being 
played 
out 
at 
the 
headquarters on the East River 
of New York,” Angie Brooks of 
Liberia, President of last fall’s 
General Assembly, 
told the 
delegates, “ We have sometimes 
failed to recognize that neither 
oratory nor agreements be­ 
tween 
delegations 
or 
even 
resolutions or 
recommenda­ 
tions or recommendations have 
had much impact on the course 
of affairs in the world at large.” 
The United States includes 
two members of Congress in 
each year’s delegation to the 
Assembly session. Last year’s 
choices. Reps. Dante Fascell, 
D-Fla., and J. Irving Whalley, 
R-Pa., after three months here 
blamed the United States and 
other countries for failures of 
the organization. 
“ As 
of now, 
the 
United 
Nations 
is neither tlie con­ 
science 
of mankind nor its 
spokesman,” the congressmen 
said in a report on their tenure 
tere. 
The fault, Fascell and Whal­ 
ley said in the document they 
prepared for the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, lies not 
with the United Nations itself 
but with “ the sovereign nations 
of this world, each governed by 
its own ambitions and fears, 
each jealous of the prerogatives 
of its independence.” 
The United States, they said, 
had 
not 
given 
the 
United 
Nations its full political sup­ 
port, had been guided by U.N. 
declarations 
“ only when it 
suited our iHirpose” and failed 
to 
establish 
in 
its 
own 
government a workable system 
of priorities to govern U.S. 
actions in international affairs. 
Similar 
critiques can be 
applied 
against 
most 
U.N. 
member states. 


Despite its disappointments, 
the United Nations has demon­ 
strated, as it has grown from 
its infant rollcall of 51 countries 
to an unwieldy 126 now, that it 
can act in crisis. It did so in 
Indonesia in 1947, in Kashmir in 
l'^48, three times in the Middle 
East, in West New Guinea—or 
West 
Irian-^n 
1959-69, 
in 
Korea, in The Congo, Lebanon 
and Cyprus. 
Count Folke Bernadotte and 
Ralph 
H. 
Bunche, 
with the 
major powers supporting them, 
showed in 1948 that the United 
Nations 
could take effective 
crisis 
action 
to stop war 
between Israel and the Arabs. 
And, still with a decade of big 
power unity, the world organi­ 
zation did it again in 1956 and 
once more in 1967. 
But 
despite 
devoted 
and 
dedicated efforts by U Thant 
and his special peace envoy, 
Gunnar V, Jarring of Sweden, 
against a backdrop of the Big 
Four powers deeply divided in 
almost 
a 
year 
of 
secret 
negotiations, the United Nations 
has 
demonstrated a woeful 
inability to draw the borders of 
peace in the Middle East. 


While the political failures of 
the 
organization 
take 
the 
headlines, the “ other United 
Nations” —the one that engages 
80 per cent of the budget and 
personnel—strides ahead with 
notable successes in the econ­ 
omic and social fields. 
The U.N. Development Pro­ 
gram (UNDP\ headed by Paul 
G. Hoffman, a one-time giant of 
the American automobile indus­ 
try, is an acknowledged success 
in aiding the developing coun­ 
tries. It has c^{)ed the work of 
the longer-known 14 specialized 
agencies such as UNESCO (the 
U.N. Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural 
Organization^, 
the 
World H e a l t h Organization 
(WHO\ the Food and Agricul­ 
ture Organization (FAO> and 
the others. 
UNICEF-The U.N. children’s 
fund acronym that has become 
an international word—stan Js 
alone 
as the organizatio I’s 
strongest right arm in emer­ 
gency aid, and not only for the 
children and mothers to whom 
it caters primarily. 


It is true that the “ have- 
nots” can outvote the “ haves” 
in the General Assembly where 
each 
member has an equal 
vote. Countries representing 10 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
world’s 
population and contributing only 
5 per cent of the U.N. budget 
can 
muster 
the 
two-thirds 
majority requir#"d for Assembly 
action. 
But, 
much as the Soviet 
Union used to charge that the 
United States held a “ mechani­ 
cal majority” in the voting 
support 
of its friends, the 
wealthier powers still possess a 
“ financial veto,” 
Several 
years 
ago, 
the 
underdeveloped countries voted 
the 
creation of a “ Capital 
Development 
Fund,” 
against 
the opposition of the major 
powers. The result was that 
although the Fund exists in 
being, 
the 
moneyed powers 
simply did not contribute and it 
struggles along with a few 
hundred thousand dollars, mos­ 
tly in nonconvertible curren­ 
cies. 


The 
No. 1 purpose of th€ 
United 
Nations, as 
stated 


in the Charter, is “ to maintain 
international peace and securi­ 
ty, and to that a job to take 
effective 
collective measures 
for the prevention and removal 
of threats to the peace....’’ 
The 
first 
major test for 
“ effective collective measur­ 
es” came in June, 1950, when 
the Security Council was able, 
because the Soviet Union and 
its veto were boycotting it, to 
recommend that members fur­ 
nish full 
assistance to the 
Republic of Korea to repel the 
aggression from North Korea. 
The 
United 
Nations 
has 
mechanism to deal with such 
crises. The United States, the 
Soviet Union, Britain, France 
and Nationalist China comprise 
a military staff committee—a 
sort of Supreme Command that 
has no army. 
It 
does 
not 
command as 
much as a pea-shooter because 
the big powers never were able 
to agree on the composition of 
a regular U.N. force. 
A solution of sorts emerged 
in the next military crisis in 
1956, when the General Assem­ 
bly —not the Security Council, 
which 
is 
given 
“ primary 
responsibility” in the Charter 
for the maintenance of peace — 
created the U.N. Emergency 
Force 
(UNEF> 
which 
was 
stationed in Egypt for 10-1-2 
years as an effective buffer 
between Israel and the Arabs. 
At 
its 
peak 
strength, 
it 
comprised 
6,000 
men, 
with 
troops of all the major powers 
banned. 
President Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser’s demand for its withdrawal 
in 1967, coupled with Israel’s 
refusal to accept UNEF on its 
soil, was the immediate precur­ 
sor of the Six-Day War in June 
of that year. 
The 
Congo 
presented 
a 
crucible 
test 
in 
I960 
and 
Secretary General Dag Ham­ 
marskjöld did not hesitate to 
stretch his powers to deal with 
it. He spent $402 million and 
used 
93,000 
men from 
34 
countries 
-the 
U.N. 
force 
having a maximum strength of 
20,000 at 
any time —in a 
successful four-year effort to 
restore peace to the Congo. 
These peace - keepingactivi­ 
ties gave rise to the most 
serious U.N. constitutional cri­ 
sis when the Soviet Union and 
its Warsaw Pact partners and 
France refused to pay their 
share 
of the Congo 
costs, 
arguing that a country should 
not be assessed for a peace­ 
keeping operation it did not 
approve of. Acklitionally, the 
Soviet Bloc refused to pay for 
UNEF on the grounds that it 
was not set up by the Security 
Council. 
The United States argued in 
the famous “ Article 19” con­ 
frontation that delinquent coun­ 
tries must be deprived of their 
Assembly votes under Charter 
regulations. Eventually, Wash­ 
ington backed down, but it, too, 
reserved the right not to pay 
for operations of which 
it 
disapproved. 
Diplomats agree that future- 
peace keepir^ operations must 
be organized by the Security 
Council where political support 
of the great powers -each of 
whic h has a veto -would be 
required for action. They are 
convinced that adequate and 
stable means of financing such 
situations 
must 
be 
found. 
Finally, there is a feeling that 
there should be a stand-by 


force in being, for which the 
Scandinavian countries already 
have offered troops, to go into 
action in the cause of peace 
whenever the Security Council 
directs.

reason why the world organiza­ 
tion did not act in Biafra’s 30- 
month revolt against Nigeria. 
Another was that the Organiza­ 
tion of African Unity (OAU> 
held that the Biafra case was a 
matter for continental settle­ 
ment under provision for the 
submission

disputes 
to 
regional organizations before 
bringing them to the Security 
Council. This was the same 
course followed when the 1965 
Dominican Republic crisis was 
referred to the Organization of 
American States (OAS''

Lacking the power to enforce, 
the United Nations is powerless 
where major states do not want 
it to

~4n Vietnam, in 
Hungary in 1956, in Czechoslo­ 
vakia in 1968. Insistence of U.N. 
action in those cases by any 
major power —providing the 
veto could have been disregard­ 
ed —could have meant a major 
war, most diplomats believe. 
U.N. 
diplomats, 
from 
U 
Thant down, are hopeful of a 
more cooperative future. They 
point to better relations existing 
between the Soviet Union and 
the west 
and point 
to the 
partial nuclear test ban treaty 
and the non-proliferation pact 
as evidence of an era of good 
feeling to come 


Most of them do not feel that 
the U.N. Charter -frequently 
referred 
to 
by

Department as “ the greatest 
peace treaty ever written” — 
needs to be revised; indeed, 
facing 
political 
facts, 
they 
doubt that it can be amended 
for years because any change 
requires big power unanimity. 


Diplomats 
are 
wary 
of 
crystal balls, but most here see 
the United Nations in the next 
25 years as becoming more of 
an organizaiion for economic 
development, a mechanism for

‘Hard core’ laid 


off again by 


auto industry 


DB:TR0IT 
(UPI)-The auto­ 
mobile 
industry 
has 
been 
responsible for much of the 
success of the National Alliance 
of Businessmen in providing 
jobs and hope for the ‘ hard 
core” unemployed. 
Since the NAB program was 
launched in April 1968, the “ big 
three’' automakers have hired 
76,000 they say were among the 
hard core. 
But with the recent tightening 
of 
the 
money 
market 
and 
subsequent drop in auto sales, 
9,600 have found themselves out 
of 
work 
again because 
of 
layoffs. 
“ It’s the story of their lives,” 
says Ken Bannon, chairman of 
the United Auto Workers’ Ford 
Department. 
“ Once 
a g a i n 
they’re destitute, once again 
they’re without hope.” 
John 
Marshall, 
54, 
was 
accepted for Chrysler Corpora­ 
tion’s 
hard 
core 
training 
program, 
carried out under 
contract with the government, 
in January, 
1969, after five 
years of "just doing anything 
that came to hand.” 
Marshall, a Negro like most 
of those who make up the ranks 
of the hard core, was paid $2 
an hour for seven weeks while 
he 
learned 
the 
job on the 
dummy assembly lines in a 
renovated warehouse. For the 
next nine months—except for a 
few 
brief layoffs—he welded 
parts 
on 
auto 
frames 
at 
Chrysler’s Lynch Road assem­ 
bly plant here. 
Marshall was 
laid off in 
January and doesn’t expect to 
get called back “ unless things 
pick up.” 
“ Something had to be did,’ 
he says, ‘ but I believe it could 
have been did in a different 
way. 
Control prices, maybe 
stop prices from going up.” 
The same thing happened to

inflation

further rise in the consumer 
price index reported Friday 
pointed up a conviction by high 
officials (tealing with economic 
policy “ we re not out of the 
woods on inflation by a long 
shot.” 


At 
the 
same 
time 
these 
government officials, who can­ 
not 
be 
further 
identified, 
expressed belief fiscal 
and 
monetary restraints have dam­ 
pened 
the inflationary trend 
and that caution now also has 
to be exercised against provok­ 
ing a recession. 


These officials categorically 
disagreed -vith the confident 
assertions earlier this week by 
Rep, 
Gerald 
R, 
Ford, 
the 
Republican House leader, tliat 
inflation 
definitely has been 
stopf)ed and there is no danger 
of recession. 


In their view enough inflation­ 
ary pressure still remains that 
it 
would 
be 
hel[)ful 
for 
Fresi(k*nt Nixon to do “ a little 
preaching” 
to 
business and 
Iat)or in general at>out the need 
for moderation in price and 
wage increases 


Dr. Arthur F. Burns, new 
chairman 
of 
the 
Federal 
Reserve Board, testified Wed­ 
nesday 
before 
the 
Senate 
Banking Commitee he wished 
Nixon would do just that. And it 
is known Burns in the past lias 
urged such a 
ourse on the 
President, without success so 
far. 
Little noticed at the time was 
testimony Burns gave Feb. 18 
before the Joint Congressional 
Economic Committee proposing 
Congress give a psychological 
boost to the anti-mflation drive 
by cutting its own pay and that 
of high administration offi< ials. 


He said then Congress “ made 
a mistake” last year in voting 
40 per cent increases for itself 
and 60 per cent for cabinet 
officers 
and 
doubling 
the 
President’s pay. “ And actually 
I would love It,” he 
ontinued 
in 
an 
exchange 
with Sen. 
William I roxmire, D-Wis., “ if 
the Congress passed legislation 
now cutting your salary and 
mine -and we will include our 
good colleagues-by say 10 per 
cent.” 
The officials who reviewed 
the economic outlook Friday 
agreed 
that, 
whether 
the 
President eventually does make 
a plea for moderation, no such 
pay-cutting ac tion by Congress 
is in prospect. 
Their assessment of the price 
trend was that “ excess de. 
mand” 
by buyers has been 
eliminated and the “ markets 
are becoming more competi­ 
tive.” They keep exfiecting this 
to cause price rises to taper 
off, but this has not happened 
yet. 
But even while prices con­ 
tinue to rise, restrictions on 
money have been sufficient to

slowdown

and the danger of 
recession has to be guarded 
against.

MOSCOW (UPI)-A new So­ 
viet novel that describes Pablo 
Picasso as a pornographer and 
Leon Trotsky as a Zionist agent 
has 
become

best-selling 
sensation overnight in Moscow. 
Ivan 
Shevtsov’s 
“ In 
the 
Name of Father and Son,” a 
novel 
of 
life in a Moscow 
metallurgical plant, came out a 
few days ago and is already a 
near sellout. It is life with anti- 
Zionism. One of the characters 
in the plotless novel, a Jew 
named Aaron Herzovich, says 
of Trotsky, the first Soviet 
foreign minister: 
“ Like 
the 
fascists, 
the 
Zionists fiercely hate Marxism- 
Leninism, especially interna­ 
tionalism. 
“ Sometimes 
t h e 
Zionist 
agents manage to infiltrate the 
leadership of the Communist 
Party, as did Judas-Trotsky or 
Bronstein (Trotsky’s original 
Jewish 
name), 
one 
of 
the 
typical 
agents 
of 
Zionism, 
international provocateur No. 
1.” 
A 
Moscow 
exhibition 
by 
Picasso, the French painter, 
was described as “ pornogra­ 
phic.” 
Shevtsov, 
up 
to 
now 
an 
obscure writer, lashed out at 
poets 
Yevgeny 
Yevtushenko 
and 
his former wife, Bella 
Akhamadullina; a realist pain­ 
ter 
Ilya Glazunov, 
sculptor 
Ernest Niezvestny and several 
abstract painters. 
The book’s hero denounces 
the American theory of building 
cultural 
bridges 
with 
the 
Communist 
bloc 
of Eastern 
Europe because “ it forms a 
strange alliance beneficial to 
imperialism, which is directed 
by international Zionists.” 
The 
author 
reversed 
the 
official Soviet view that Zionists 
are 
“ stooges 
of 
American 
imperialism” and said “ on the 
contrary, American 
imperia­ 
lism constitutes the military 
and economic base of Zionism 
and 
serves 
the 
goals 
of 
Zionism.” 


Never 
in 
the 
long 
and 
acrimonious struggle of Soviet 
Communists against 
Trotsky 
and Zionism have such words 
appeared in fictional literature 
as those Shevtsov put in his 
main character’s mouth: 
“ Zionism, using hiddensecret 
channels, 
penetrated all the 
vital centers of state in the 
entire world, subverting from 
within, 
all 
that 
is 
strong, 
healthy, 
and patriotic 
and 
grabbing all important adminis­ 
trative, economic and spirtual 
posts in this or that country.” 
Indirectly praising the purges 
under the late dictator Josef V. 
Stalin, he said: 


“ Trotsky planted his men in 
the 
army. 
Had 
Stalin 
not 
unmasked him in time, what 
would 
have 
happened? 
A 
nightmare worse than Hitlerism 
. . . Trotsky was a Zionist and 
his party simply a branch of 
Zionism.” 
Trotsky was deported in 1929 
and 
assassinated 
in Mexico 
City in 1940. 


Court welfare ruling 
will cost state more 


LIMA 
(UPD-The 
United 
States must come up with a 
practical formula for fishing 
accomodations in South Ameri­ 
can waters which does not alter 
the claim of those countries to 
their territorial waters, the 
Peruvian Foreign Ministry said 
this week. 


Responding to a questionaire 
submitted 
by 
United 
Press 
International, the foreign minis­ 
try 
said 
the 
United States 
would have to recognize the 
system of fishing regulations 
established by Peru, Chile and 
Ecuador. 
In res{)onse to a (juestion on 
the possible value of continued 
fishing talks between the four 
countries, the foreign ministry 
said; 
This depends fundamentally 
on the disposition of the United 
States to arrive at a practical 
formula that, without altering 
the juridical positions of the 
respective countries, admits, in 
fact, 
the 
funtioning 
of the 
licensing 
systems 
of 
one 
country or the other such as 
the regulations each applies in 


tlie waters where it exercises 
its jurisdiction.” 
A 
second 
round 
of talks 
presently is {»ending t»etween 
the four countries following a 
meeting last August in Buenos 
Aires. 
The four countries announced 
plans to meet again, but tliere 
liave been no announcements of 
a future meeting date. 
The United States recognizes 
a 12-mile limit to territorial 
waters. Most South American 
countries, {»articularly Ecua­ 
dor, Chile and Peru where the 
richest 
fishing 
waters 
are 
located, claim waters 200 miles 
from their shores. 
U.S. 
fishing 
boats 
have 
insisted on fishing in waters 
claimed by the countries, but 
on several instan< es have been 
fined by Ecuador and Peru for 
failure 
to 
abide 
by fishing 
regulations of the countries. 
Peru has ca{)tured and fined 
several U.S. fishing Ixialsinthe 
last 
year 
alone for fishing 
without a Peruvian license and 
failing to register. The U.S. 
boats contend they are fishing 
m international waters. The

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -State 
Social Welfare Director Robert 
Martin said today a major U.S. 
Supreme Court welfare ruling 
will 
cost Californians more 
money but how much more is 
indeterminable. 
The court ruled in appeals 
from San Francisco and New 
York that a welfare recipient 
must be given a formal hearing 
before aid payments are cut 
off. The tribunal said recipients 
must be given “ due process of 
law.’ 
“ It is going to cost more 
money,” Martin said. “ We’ll 
need to get the decision and 
look at the ramifications of that 
decision before calculating the 
fiscal impact." 
He 
said 
that 
the 
ruling 
probably will mean that aid 
benefits will continue to be paid 
to a recipient for about two 
months 
while 
the 
formal 
administrative hearing deter­ 
mines 
whether 
to uphold a 


welfare department’s finding of 
recipient eligibility. 
Martin and Rudolf Michaels, 
the state department’s chief 
attorney, said a major problem 
posed by the decision will be 
how to recover funds paid to a 
recipient found by the hearing 
to be ineligible. 


“ Even if we have a legal right 
to recover the money,” Mi­ 
chaels said, “ how do you get 
money 
from 
somebody 
who 
doesn’t have any?” 


“ Will the legal aid groups be 
encouraging, the case with good 
cause 
as well as the case 
without 
cause 
whatsoever?’ 
Martin asked.

In reply to Mr. Barnes let­ 
ter in the Saturday issue of 
the Record, I would like to 
present some facts pertaining 
to the Use-permit request by 
the Mental Health Association 
for the Negus property locat­ 
ed at 619 W. Cypress Ave. 
Lompoc. 
1. The Junior High School 
personnel has expressed no ob­ 
jections to the location. As was 
mentioned at the Planning Com­ 
mission meeting, the teachers 
would park on the South side of 
the school grounds in order to 
provide more room for park­ 
ing on Cypress Ave. State mon­ 
ies have now been appropriated 
for the parking lot to be built 
on the school property and will 
be in use in 1970. The Negus 
property has a three lot front­ 
age, is 
on a corner, and has 
three car ports all of which 
would provide ample space for 
the need of the center. 
2. Having worked as a Mental 
Health Association volunteer in 
Lompoc for two years in a di­ 
rect relationship, I can as­ 
sure Mr. Barnes that never have 
I had the slightest reason to be 
concerned for my safety. To call 
persons who need help with their 
personal problems dangerous, 
is 
entirely 
unrealistic and 
shows much need for more 
community education along this 
line. 
3. A more suitable site for the 
day-care center than the Negus 
home has not been found in 
Lompoc and you can rest as­ 
sured that if any one comes 
forth with one it will be given 
due 
consideration. The 
re­ 
sponse from the community in 
general has been that Cypress 
is not a strictly residental area 
because churches, apartments, 
a tennis court, a school and a 
store dot the adjacent proper­ 
ties on the street and the Ne­ 
gus home is only a short block 
from Ocean Ave. which is com­ 
m ercial. 
4.There 
has been no offer 
in Lompoc of county property 
for this use therefore, any loca­ 
tion decided upon would be con­ 
tracted for on a lease agree­ 
ment. Medications used in treat­ 
ment by the residents would be 
purchased at the drug store by 
prescription the same as for 
physical 
ailments. The maxi­ 
mum number of persons using 
the center would be 35 rather 
than 100 and many of these 
persons would walk orbe trans­ 
ported by their families. 
5. The proposed center is not 
a drug - abuse clinic, there is 
one in operation however on 
Ocean Avenue in Lompoc. The 
purpose of the center is to pro­ 
vide a home-like setting for 
persons in need of finding solu­ 
tions to problems of daily liv­ 
ing, so that they may return 
to the community as useful 
citizens. 


6. The Association has been 
swamped with congratulations 
from 
the 
people 
of 
Lom­ 
poc showing their full support 
of the center and sentiment is 
high in favor of the Negus 
property as a memorial to the 
late Mrs. Negus who pioneered 
in Local Mental Health Pro­ 
gram s and the school for phy­ 
sically 
handicapped children 
here, which bears her name. 
I would like, thru this col­ 
umn, to extend a personal invi­ 
tation to Mr. Barnes to come 
visit with us at the Drop-in Cen­ 
ter or the Gateways SocialClub 
where volunteers and convales­ 
cents meet weekly to enjoy a 
day of sharing together. Only 
by giving love may one dissi­ 
pate fear.

“ An isolated urban commu­ 
nity on agricultural lands west 
of Ellwood would establish a 
pattern of ‘leap frog’ develop­ 
ment leading to a consolidated 
urban complex along the whole 
Santa Barbara coast,” accord­ 
ing to Scenic Shoreline Pres­ 
ervation Conference. 
In a statement to the Plan­ 
ning Commission today, the en­ 
vironmental group said the El 
Capitan proposal raises ques­ 
tions 
on 
fundamental county 
planning 
policies 
sim ilar to 
those considered at the two re­ 
cent appeals for hillside and 
mobile homes re zoning in the 
Goleta Valley. 
These appeals 
were turned down by the Plan­ 
ning Commission and Board 
of Supervisors. 
“ In the light of these com­ 
mendable decisions trongly re­ 
affirming the county’s deter­ 
mination to uphold the general 
plan, the El Capitan applica­ 
tion should be sim ilarly de­ 
nied,” the statement said. 
“ There is no present need 
and possibly no need in the 
future to sustain a loss of 
open space and agricultural land 
west of Ellwood on the scale 
proposed by the El Capitan 
development.” 
The 
general 
plan recom­ 
mends balanced residential ex­ 
pansion within and outward from 
existing urban areas, the state­ 
ment continued. 
Only about 
half the room available for 
reasonable county growth con­ 
templated by the general plan 
has been utilized within south 
coast cities, according to the 
1969 county census sited by 
the citizen group. 
The conservationists warned 
that ” an ill-advised satellite 
community a considerable dis­ 
tance from existing service cen­ 
ters would add an unnecessary 
burden to the tax rolls at a 
time when Goleta Valley is al­ 
ready stretched to the limit to 


meet its school and community 
needs. 
“ Santa Barbara County has 
reached a conservation turning 
point with reference to land 
use 
onshore 
as 
well as off­ 
shore," 
the 
statement 
con­ 
cluded. 
“ In 
helping 
to 
draft the 
general plan four years ago, 
county citizens decided along 
with the Board and Commis­ 
sion that they wanted agricul­ 
ture, open space, and recrea­ 
tion uses at the coast west of 
Ellwood, instead of urban devel­ 
opment. Citizens si.ould be con­ 
sulted again at a series of gen­ 
eral plan hearings if there is 
any doubt what kind of county 
they want now."

Taxpayers should be 
sure of just what is meant 
by a “ guarantee" offered by 
a preparer. 


Misleading 
ads 
in 
news­ 
papers, radio and television, 
said Schmidt, convey the er­ 
roneous impression that the 
tax law recently passed by Con­ 
gress greatly complicates tax­ 
payers’ 1969 returns. 
Actually, the changes made 
by the new law that apply to 
1969 
affect 
only 
a 
few 
taxpayers. 
Other advertising, according 
to Schmidt, 
exaggerates the 
complexity of the new Form 
1040 so as to discourage tax­ 
payers from attempting to make 
out their own returns. 
On the contrary, he explained, 
the new form was designed 
to eliminate problems that tax­ 
payer had with the old 1040 
and to make it easier for low- 
income taxpayers to claim such 
things as sick pay exclusions, 
itemized deductions, and re­ 
tirement income credits if they 
are entitled to them. 
Schmidt said if a taxpayer 


elects to employ a commercial 
preparer to fill out his return, 
he should select a reputable 
preparer. 
Regardless of who 
fills in the form, the taxpayer 
is responsible for the accuracy 
of the return.

SACRAMENTO - Point Mugu 
State Recreation Area on the 
shores of the Pacific Ocean in 
Ventura County is a slum ber­ 
ing giant of a recreation area 
that will one day host an esti­ 
mated 4,000,000 visitors annu­ 
ally. 
This is the claim of William 
Penn Mott Jr., Director of the 
California Department of Parks 
and Recreation, who commented 
on the Department’s newly com­ 
pleted general development plan 
for Point Mugu. 
Located at the western tip of 
the Santa Monica Mountains, 
Point Mugu comprises 6,540 
acres of beach, rugged moun­ 
tains, and wooded canyons. De­ 
velopment plans call for an in­ 
vestment of $14,000,000 by the 
state and $9,300,000 by private 
enterprise. Total development 
is expected to take place over 
a 15- to 20-year span. 
But all the recreation poten­ 
tial at Point Mugu is not off 
in the future. There is plentv 
to see and do there right now. 
Manager Jim Geary of Point 
Mugu says the recreation area 
now contains some 10 miles of 
hiking trails, about 2 miles of 
sandy beach for swimming, 1h 
individual coampsites and 50 in­ 
dividual picnic sites in a wood­ 
ed can von. 50 individual camp­ 
sites on the beach (one of the 
few park areas where camping 
is provided right on the beach), 
and offers excellent surf and 
rock fishing. 
There are no facilities for 
horses and horseback riding 
groups at present, Geary said. 
Also, although surfing is al­ 
lowed, the area is not a prime 
surfing beach. 


Beary pointed to one unique 
feature of Point Mugu, a large 
sand dune that is excellent for 
sand sliding and skiing. He gave 
these tips for would-be sand ski­ 
ers: 
cardboard doesn’t work 
very well at all. Some type of 
metal or a toboggan-type out­ 
fit works pretty well, and a 
single water ski works very 
well. The slope and length of 
the dune make it a prime at­ 
traction at the beach. 
Camping is allowed only in the 
two designated campgrounds, 
Geary pointed out, and motor 
bikes are not allowed on the 
trails. All trails are kept in a 
prim itive and natural condition. 
There are no boating facilities 
in the area, either, Geary said. 
During the summer, guided 
nature hikes will be conducted 
fret of charge. I ifeguard serv­ 
ices 
will 
be 
offered 
dur- 
ing Easter week and during the 
summer. 
Although there are no con­ 
cession developments at Point 
Mugu yet, there is a small store 
nearby 
where groceries and 
fishing supplies can be pur­ 
chased. 
Extending through September 
camping reservations may be 
made through Computicket out­ 
lets located around the state, 


or by mail with the Depart­ 
ment, P.O. Box 2390, Sacra­ 
mento 95811. Campsites are $1 
per night, and there is a $1 
fee for making the reservation. 
Day use visitors are charged 75 
cents per car. 
The area is located on High­ 
way 1 about 15 miles south of 
Oxnard and 50 miles north of 
Los Angeles. The park head­ 
quarters is well signed and is 
located on the east side of the 
highway. 


Geary was enthusiastic about 
Point 
Mugu’s natural assets. 
T he three 
miles of beach 
have a beautiful backdrop 
of 
rocky ridges rising to 1200 and 
1500 
feet in height. The sum­ 
m ers an* long, warm and dry, 
and 
are 
tempered by cooling 
ocean breezes. The winters are 
short and mild. Big Sycamore 
Canyon 
and 
its Tributaries. 
Wood Canyon and Serrano Can­ 
yon. are wild and heavily wood­ 
ed. The mountain slopes feature 
lush vegetation and an abund­ 
ance of wildlife, and the can­ 
yons support running water 


The 
area has three distinc­ 
tive scenic features, Moti said. 
These are the La Jolla Valley, 
Big 
Sycamore Canyon, 
and 
ocean frontage.

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This document claimed that the 
“ shaker”

against it: the average rough 
handling; the air hazard oc­ 
casioned by sea birds and that 
of the danger from sharks and 
sea lions. 
The resolution went on to sug­ 
gest that the size limit might 
be done away with and that the 
first three fish taken be kept 
with no regard to size. This sug­ 
gestion has m erit but it is hu­

nature to get rid of a 
small fish, if and when a larg­ 
er one is caught. 
The next suggestion was to 
delay the opening date for com­ 
mercial and sports fishing until 
mid - April at the earliest. We 
may hear more about these pro­ 
posals, if and when the fish and 
game commission can be forced 
into action due to the alarming 
situation of the decreasing sal­ 
mon population. 
A short while ago surf fish­ 
ing at the new beach area south 
of Guadalupe was very good. 
Several limits of large perch 
were taken. However, heavy 
swells put an end to surf fish­ 
ing for awhile. The area is 
reached by following the contin­ 
uation of Main Street for a 
short way and then turning on to 
a good road to the beach over 
the sand dunes where the beach 
ends in deep water that is per­ 
fect for surf fishing. 
Abalone season opened March 
16 and continues until Jan. 14, 
1971. The DFG suggests that in 
addition to checking tide tables, 
abalone enthusiasts should re­ 
view the regulations on sizes 
and limits before starting their 
first trip of the season. 
Anyone going after abalone is 
also required to carry a m eas­ 
uring device since under-sized 
abalones must be returned to 
the rock from which they were 
removed. If they are just drop­ 
ped in the water, they become a 
prey to fish and other preda­ 
tors. 


FRESH WATER FISHING 
The early opening of many 
reservoirs Mar. 1 saw large 
crowds of anglers out. But in 
many cases the weather put a 
crim p in fishing results. How­ 
ever, warm weather locally has 
brought an improved picture. 
Heavy fishing pressure is be­ 
ing 
felt 
at 
Lopez 
Lake 
where fishing is especially good 
in the early morning hours. Ac­ 
tion has been slowing toward the 
middle of the day. So far, the 
largest trout weighed in was 
one which went five pounds 
three ounches — a noble trout if 
there ever was one! The fish 
probably was a landlocked steal- 
head, thus making it a rainbow. 
Like last season, many an­ 
glers are fishing near the dam 
by crawling through, or over, 
the fence. It seems somewhat 
shortsided that so many are be­ 
ing crowded into a comparative­ 
ly small areaw ithover 20 miles 
of shoreline available. 
According to DFG releases 
other areas being stocked in­ 
clude Lake Cachuma and Davy 
Brown and Manzana creeks in 
Santa Barbara County as well 
as Laguna Lake and the Oceano 
Lagoon in San Luis Obispo Coun­ 
ty. 
Fishing for bass at Margarita 
Lake has been good with many 
limits being taken. Nacimiento

I’m alw ays afraid that 
it I do that I’ll work m yself 
right out of a good groove. 
It’s hard to know what you 
need 
to work 
on 
without 
keeping at least a cursory 
chart on your play. I suggest 
that you enter in a little 
black book after each round 
the num ber of fairw ays you 
hit off the tee, the num ber 
of greens you hit in regula­ 
tion figures (par m inus two 
putts), the num ber of tim es

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Fringe benefits 


A lot of sewage has gone over the dam in the 14 years since 
the National League of Cities and the United States Confer­ 
ence of Mayors first marched up Capitol Hill to seek federal 
aid in cleaning up the nation’s waterways. 
These two groups have stood head and shoulders over other 
crusaders for clean air and water. Their efforts finally 
paid off several weeks ago in congressional approval of an 
$800-million appropriation under the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act (FWPCAV 
This will 
at least kick off a program in which the states, 
cities and federal government will jointly share in financing 
construction of facilities required by municipalities to meet 
water quality standards. 
The $800 million is only a beginning. Estimates of imme­ 
diately needed FWPCA assistance range from a low of $128,- 
000 for Idaho to nearly $1.3 billion for New York state. The 
city of Cleveland alone estimates that the cost of separating 
its 1600 miles of combined storm and sanitary sewers would 
total $1.5 billion. 
Speaking of separating storm and sanitary sewers, some­ 
thing which every city must eventually undertake, there may

be an unlooked - for “ spin-off” from this in addition to the ob­ 
vious benefits of preventing the discharge of raw sewage into 
waterways, controlling flooding and improving water quality. 
“ Of all the major types of construction activity, the one that 
requires the highest percentage of unskilled labor is the place­ 
ment of sewer lines,” says Norman Krumholz, Cleveland plan­ 
ning director. 
Direct payment in wages to laborers constructing a dual 
sewer 
system in Cleveland would total $150 million, he says. 
At an average annual income of $6,000, this would generate $25,- 
000 man-years of employment. 
“ In other words,” says Krumholz, “ this one project could 
employ all presently unemployed men in the city for two years.” 


He adds, however, that these basic laboring jobs must not 
be seen as a deadend but must form the springboard appren­ 
ticeship for permanent positions in building or construction. 
Pollution, not unemployment, was the major concern of the 
League of Cities and Conference of Mayors when they began 
their campaign 14 years ago. But time may prove that they 
wrought better than they knew. 


It now appears possible that the state 
will launch an effort to corral and curb 
the flow of oil from multiple natural 
seep areas off Coal Oil Point, Goleta. 
Union Oil President Fred Hartley, 
Federal government representatives who 
have probed the problem of Santa Bar­ 
bara Channel oil pollution and ~ven 
private agencies have all been in agree­ 
ment that the oil seepage from Coal 
Oil Point must be taken into consid­ 
eration with man-caused pollution in 
the channel. 
First clue that the state is interested 
in 
attacking 
the 
Coal 
Oil Point 
seeps - which have been noticed by 
observers going back to early Calif­ 
ornia history - was a statement by 
Frank Hortig, executive secretary of 
the State Lands Commission. 
Hortig, observing that the Atlantic* 
Richfield Oil Co. appears to be sing­ 
ularly successful in catching oil seeping 
from the area of an abandoned core 
drilling area near Coal Oil Point, showed 
that it has given some state anti^poL 
lution officials the idea of having the 
state go into Coal Oil Point area with 
collecting devices. 
The only thing that 
might prove impractical, he said, would 
be the cost. 
But Gov. Ronald Reagan, answering 
questions in Santa Barbara Wednesday 
after a campaign luncheon speech, made 
it definite. 
He said a state panel is 
being assembled to find a solution to 
the continued seepage into the channel 
of oil from natural seeps. 
Gov. Reagan made it clear in his 
comments in Santa Barbara that his 
administration is urging the Federal 
government to declare the same morar 
torium on new oil drilling on Federal 
leaseholds as is being done in state 
tidelands. 
That is, a ban on drilling 
until there is full assurance of suff­ 
icient regulations - and enforcement - 
which would be likely to rule out future 
devastating oil leaks. 
This is far short of what Santa Bar­ 
bara city officials and the majority of 
the Board 
of 
Supervisors wants to 
happen. 
They are for cessation of new 
drilling on a permanent basis, and at 
the least a phaseout of 
current op­ 
erations. 
Different local officials along the coast­ 
line want different restrictions. But it

all adds up to the fact they all agree 
the Federal government should not be 
continuing to approve more drilling op­ 
erations - and secretly at that - at this 
time. 
Democratic Assembly leader Jesse 
Unruh says the oil operations should 
go and “ let their attorneys figure out 
how to get compensation." 
The oil 
companies “ haven't sued the state yet" 
as a result of the moratorium on state 
tidelands, he stresses. 
Supervisor chairman George H. Clyde 
recently suggested some sort of tax 
concession to the oil companies as a 
way of easing them out of the channel. 
Clyde and others feel the South Coast 
area can't get protection from a mere 
extension by the Federal government 
of the 16-mile wide Santa Barbara oil 
free sanctuary, as it leaves the coast­ 
line off Carpinteria Valley, Montecito, 
Goleta Valley, Ellwood and Gaviota ex­ 
posed to future oil spills. 
And what 
is to prevent the same oil from coming 
in through the Santa Barbara Sanctuary, 
he points out. 
However, county officials in Orange 
County - where a state sanctuary exists 


- and off the Marin, Napa and Mend­ 
ocino coastlines - where a state sanc­ 
tuary is proposed - are justified in 
backing a Congressional measure of 
Sen. Alan Cranston and others which 
would add a Federal sanctuary where 
a state sanctuary already exists. 
They are not facing the same perils 
from future spills - at least at this 
time - as does the South Coast area of 
Santa Barbara County where some 13 
platforms are at work on the under 
sea deposits, constituting wells number­ 
ing into the thousands. 
What is still lacking on the Calif­ 
ornia coast is a more united and deter­ 
mined stand by a number of counties - 
working together closely - to have the 
coastal area receive better treatment 
not only be the Federal authorities 
but also by Sacramento. 
The 
Senate 
Interior subcommittee 
hearings brought out one thing with 
unmistakable clarity. 
The Nixon Ad­ 
ministration is not going to bend much 
of an ear to local cries for cessation 
of channel oil activities if the admin­ 
istration at Sacramento is not willing 
to sound the same tune.

Frenchman’s probe 


Former French intelligence officer Hi­ 
laire du Berrier, traveling to California 
for this purpose, has uncovered ramifica­ 
tions in the assassination of Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy. 
In Oregon Senator 
Kennedy had entered 
a Jewish synagogue, 
put on a yarmulke and 
stated to the congre­ 
gation that America 
should go to war, if 
necessary, to defend 
Israel. 
Du Berrier finds 
this 
episode decis­ 
ive in Senator Ken­ 
nedy’s ghastly June 
5, 1968, assassination in Los Angeles a 
few days afterward. 
Du Berrier’s French intelligence du­ 
ties in Algeria, Paris and Switzerland 
make him an experienced and respected 
hand in (and within^ Arab assassination 
organizations. This familiarity also in­ 
cludes investigations here after 52 pro­ 
fessors at M.I.T., Brandeis, Boston and 
Harvard Universities signed a manifesto 
supporting the Algerian terrorists and 
encouraging desertions from the French 
Army. 
There are many Arab groups dedicated 
to pan - Islamic activity, such as Jam- 
iat - al - Islam. The name is Turkish 
for Organization of Islam. But du Ber­

The French ruled Algeria for 132 
years. More than 500,000 Europeans left 
when the new revolutionary government 
took over.

and remains, to excite 
young, unknown and expendable Arabs 
into the actual assassinations.

93-Year-O ld Files 
Yesteryears 


March 24, 1939

French Deputy Pascal Arrighi (Corsi- 
ca> sponsored a total global surveillance 
of all Arab cabals and, if possible, in­ 
filtration into each by French intelli­ 
gence. 
Sen. Robert Kennedy was killed by 
young Moslem Sirhan Beshara Sirhan 
and, of course, a great deal has been 
written about conspiracy, Arab affilia­ 
tions, etc. Jordan even claimed him as 
one of its heroes. But Hilaire du Ber­ 
rier’s revelation is his discovery on 
this trip of many familiar Arab faces in 
Los Angeles, San Francisco and else­ 
where. He found that they are in regu­ 
lar communication. He established that 
there is a money source in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
The “ Sira’a” knows no frontiers. To 
long - involved du Berrier it seems evi­ 
dent that this California setup of familiar 
faces could excite an expendable young 
Arab gunman, just as was done against 
Frenchmen in North Africa and Paris, 
although proof is impossible. 


Du Berrier is convinced that it would 
be contrary to their nature, and all 
his experience with them, if they failed 
to employ their methods when a seem­ 
ingly triumphant Senator Kennedy cast 
the die by what he said in the Oregon 
Synagogue.

Lest the citizenry fear that the world 
is breaking up what with all the news of 
drug arrests, vandalism and general un­ 
rest, be assured that there is a thread 
of sanity that serves as a framework 
for the continuation of things. 
It may be that the bad news has 
made some of us think that everything 
is going to the dogs. 
Let’s look at what 
actually exists. 
These are thoughts 
of one person and not 
intended to indicate a ' 
comprehensive 
ap­ 
proach to the good 
things that are be­ 
ing worked out day 
by day in the com­ 
munity. 
Not long ago my 
wife called Virgil Leach, the minister, 
with an appeal for his assistance in aid­ 
ing a Mission Hills woman whose hus­ 
band is overseas. The woman is young, 
a relative stranger in the community and 
quite frankly a little frightened to face 
the world in the absence of her hus­ 
band. She also has a small child. Within 
minutes of my wife’s call Leach had set 
in motion a whole series of visits by 
concerned residents in the community. 
They were going to visit the 
young 
mother and help in any way they could. 
None of these fine people knew me, or 
the young mother, but they wanted to 
help. And noi.3 of the good Samaritans 
figured on getting any publicity for their 
acts of friendship. Wonderful, the whole 
thing. 
When my wife was ill a woman who 
never saw us before came to visit dur­ 
ing the day. She came back again and 
again and eventually called or stopped by 
to take my wife to the store. We have 
only one car and the kindness of the 
woman was touching, also very helpful. 
The two stories illustrate a daily 
occurrence in the city. 
When I think of all the good being 
done by volunteers who serve without 
pay in Lompoc Hospital in one way or 
another, or in the schools, I have to 
think the world is in good hands. 
Despite all the news of vandalism, it 
is moving to see the number of people 
who stroll about town just for the delight 
of strolling. In recent weeks I’ve seen 
former Mayor Harold Thompson and his 
wife window shopping at night on Ocean 
Avenue. Paul Thompson and his wife Bet­ 
ty regularly attend the chess club ses­ 
sions in the city recreation building and 
then walk to their home in the north­ 
west sector of the city. They love to walk 
and it is encouraging and not a little 
reassuring to see them striding along the 
street, hand in hand. 


Incidentally, Paul has revived the lost 
art of home ice cream making just for 
the kick of recalling what homemade 
ice cream tastes like. 
We are constantly being asked wheth­ 
er we know of any mother who may need 
clothes for small children. This kind of 
activity is going on all the time. It’s 
not earthshaking, but it’s part of the fab­ 
ric of our society and it’s some of the 
glue that sticks us all together. 
Volunteers have been serving in the 
Boys Club and the Girls Club for months 
or even years without any thought of 
public recognition. The same could be 
said for those who serve the Boy Scout 
movement or the PTA. 
Also include those who serve in the 
F riends of the Library group or in the 
Community Concerts group, or in the 
chess club. These organizations and doz­ 
ens more like them go on quietly mak­ 
ing their quiet and often anonymous 
marks on the community. Ministers, 
particularly are doing a whale of a 
job. Seldom a day passes that I don’I 
see one minister or another counsel­ 
ing someone who is involved in a brush 
with the law. 
And to get into another realm, every 
day of the year, dozens of teachers spend 
their own time despite tight schedules, 
going out of their way to help a student 
in need, or to give an extra boost to a 
deserving student. Just because they 
care. 
And thinking of law enforcement a 
day doesn’t go by that some police offi­ 
cer or Sheriff’s deputy doesn’t do ar 
act of kindness in the realm of counsel­ 
ing a potentially wayward youth.
